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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new dependency of claims 5-7 and 16-23 raise new issues that were not previously considered, and as 
such will require further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's argument concerning the Zankl reference not being an elongate support post is not persuasive, as 
it does not address the rejection as provided in paragraph 6 of the Office Action mailed on 10 January 2006. Furthermore, the 
combination of Zankl and Hajdukiwicz is proper because the combination simply allows for the drum of Zankl to be shaped in a more 
elongated manner in the longitudinal direction while still allowing for rotation. 

Applicant's argurment concerning the working position of the tool member not extending radially from the longitudinal axis is not 
persuasive, as it can be seen in Figure 1 that portion 26 of tool member 26/46 extends radially from the axis 42 in the working position. 

Applicant's argurment concerning the actuating member including an elongate rod mounted in a central passageway extending along 
said longitudinal axis of said post is not persuasive, because actuating member 64 is an elongate rod mounted in a central passageway, 
created by housing 94 as seen in Figure 8, that extends along longitudinal axis 42. 

Applicant's argument concerning the power drive system does not overcome the rejection in paragraph 15 of the Office Action mailed on 
10 January 2006, because a power drive system 82 of Zankl is operatively connected to a lower section of the support post 40 as 
explained in the rejection, and is capable of rotating the drum about longitudinal axis 42 during use of the combination by removing the 
index pin 80, which allows the motor to rotate the drum. 
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
